Pursuant to annouucemont. llev. 


C. S. Smith, the coloied parnon and 
orator of Bloomington, held forth to 
a fair audience at the tabernacle lust 
evening. His lecture was announced 
to bo Tor tho bouetot of the African 
MethocLbt Episcopal church of this 
city,but it it had been billed as for tba 
bi-tielit of tho republican party the 
vutiitnca would uot have been per- 
coptible to his audience, «ind ho 
would not have beou iu any danger 
of a prosecution for false pretense. 


He started out with tho general as- 


sertion that as things are now going 
on in this country, the people do the 
work and the politicians reap the 
piotits. 
What he maant by tbw was 


uot inude very clear, aa it did uoi 
seem to have a connection or bear 
cloae relationship to his aubsequenc 
remarks. He said n few people did 
tho thinking, but that, the masses 
sueuied to control public affairs with- 
out thinking, or words to that effect. 
Ilia voice was low at the beginning 
of his lecture, and we may not have 
beard or understood him 88 he in- 
tended . 


The speaker, after u fnw more gen- 


eral remarks, proclaimed th;;t ho was 
here ID tho ro;o of an attorney , to of- 
fer a special plea for a portion of the 
people of our common conntry, and 
he wanted them to rise in his might 
and talio tho government. Out of the 
hands of tho politicians, who, in tho 
southern states, wore cither depriving 
or permitting to be deprived of their 
civil and political rights, ''one and u 
quarter millions of people, iu the Italy 
of America," He claimed that the 
negroe? of the south are not free ac 
cording to the letter or spirit of the 
law, 
but are deprivol of the enjoy- 


ment of their rights under the 13th, 
14th and 10th amendments to the 
constitution by intimidation of one 
form or another. 
He allndtid to the 


recent decision of the supremo court, 
on the civil rights mil. denouncing it 
in strong terms, bin, in true partisan 
style, withholding from his hearers; 
the faofc that it was rendered by re- 
publican judges, 


He denied that civil rights meant, 


or was uvcir intended to menu social 
equality. Such u thing as social 
t»qunhty could not exist except among 
brutes; that people wili form their 
social relations and indulge their so- 
cial preferences in spite of the law, 
and that any efforts iu that direction 
would be utterly futile. Ha baid, 
however, that tlie moral effect of the 
civil rights decision was a license to 
swindling, and robbery, nud thievery 
—the taking of first-olass fara for sec- 
ond-class accommodations 


He claimed that liberty—in the 


south—was uot a fixed fact; that the 
boast that this was the land ot the 
free and the home of the brave did 
not apply in the eleven states south of 
Mason and Dixon's line 
He assert 


ed that the rebellion waa not over— 
that the war of 1861 was not yet 
ended. 


He lamented that history waa si- 


lent as to the .achievements of the 
colored troops who bared their breasts 
and fought .so nobly in that war, 
without 'knowing-i what-they were 
fighting for, but still insinuated that
